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HOTEL ROBBERIES.

——— A
Daring Theft at the Motropalitan Hotel—RobYery
of United States Bonds at the Continental
Hotol, Long Branch—Arrest of a Noted Hotel
Thief, Ete,

A most daring theft was perpetruted st an
enrly hour yesterday morning at the Metropo-
litan Hotel 1n this city by u couple of rutfiuns,
Among the guesis at the hotel s Mr, Johu A,
Chittenden, & wealthy resident of Idaho Terri-
tory, who I temporarily solourning in this city.
On Sunday night Mr, Chittenden retired o rest,
locking his door as usuul, Nothing of moment
ocourred during the night, but at about halt-
past 6 o'clock in the morning Mr, Chuttenden
was aroused by some person stealthhy endeavor-
ing to abstract s vest trom under his plllow,
where ¢ had placed it for salo keeping, On
looking round, Mr. Chittenden was surprised
to behold two men standing in his room. He
sprang from the bed al once, when the in-
truders took to their hecls, earrying off with
them Mr. Colttenden’s vost, which contained gold
certificates dmouvating té $1700, $300 in ereen-
backs, and n gold wateh and chain valued at
0600, Mr. Chittenden 1ollowed the thieves
through the hnll and down several fights of
stalrs, orying “Stop thief!" as he purdued,
Quite a crowd collected, among them severnl
Indies, and as Mr, Chittenden was but scantily
attired, he returned Lo his room to dross hime-
solf. While passing through the hallway he
tound his vest where the thieves had thrown
it In their flight. On examining it the con
tenta were found iatact, the thieves Beng too
much ebsorbed in their efforts to escape to
emptf the pockets of the veat, Mr. Chattenden
hastily dressed himself, pnd on golug Jdown,
learned that oue of the thieves who lmg paid so
unexpected a visit to his room had h2en inter-
cepted and detained, but his accomplice had
mude his escape, Detective Tieman was sent
for, and took him In custody. The prisoner
gave his name ss Charles A, Dawson. An ex-
amination of the room oocupied by Mr. Chitton-
den was then mnde, when it was discovered tlint
the thieves had entered the room throueh the
fan-light over Lhe door, snd then unlocked and
unboelted the door, thus lenving o means of re-
treat in case of surprise, They then secured $55
in gold and silver colu, which they abstractod
from Mr, Chittenden’s pantaloons pocket, This
money was not recovered, as no doubt the thief
who escaped had It in his possession. Duwson
waa taken before Justice Dowling, at the Tom be,
and committed for trail w default of $2000 ball.
He is only 17 years of age; wus born aud resides
in Baltimore,

Theft of United States Bomds and Dins
monds at Loug Brauoh,

There is now under arrest, at pohies hendguar-
ters, Willinm Jackson, auns “Billy," aliss *Pat
Malloy,” the most uoted and expert hotel-thief
al present in the country. From information
given our reporter by the police authorities, it
appears that “Billy” hes been in the “hotal
business” for nearly twenty veurs, and there s
gcarcely @ huge hotel in the United Stares that
has not suffered rrom his depredations, Juokson
is wbout thirty-clght years o1 age, very intelli-
gent and well educated, and, from lus gentle-
manly appenrunce und suave manoers, is a dan-
gorous customer, and a terror to hotel-keepoers,
Jnckson wis arrested under the rollowing cir-
cumstances:—0Oun the 1st of August the room of
Mons. (G, Lamorcier, a French gentleman, stay-
ing at the Continental Hotel, Long Branch, N,
J., was entered by thieves and $10,700 in United
Btates Five-twenty bonds and $7000 worth of
diamond jewelry stolen. When the robbery vaus
discovered there was conslderable excitement,
and a number of persons employed about the
hotel were arrested, as were several of the mus|-
clans about the hotel, but they were subse-
guently dischurged, as no evidence could be
tound to implicate them in the theft.

Monsieur Lamorcier came to this city and
gave informution ot the robbery a' the Inspec.
or's office. The detectives were 2iven the mat-
ter in churge, and ove of the corps was des-

atched to the hotel to make an examination,

onsieur Laworcier also gave a good deserip-
tion of two men who were seen hanging about
the place, and the description of one of the
men tallied so nccurateiy with the appearance
ol Jackson, that he waus arrested by Detectives
Elder and McCord, when seen on Broadway, on
SBaturday last, He was taken to headguarters,
and yesterday morniog was arraigned before
Superintendent Kennedy, who desired him to
it for his portrait. This he peremptorily de-
clived. Mr, Kennedy sald he was determined
10 have his Hkeness Lo grace the Mulber: v Street
Art Gallery i he had to send hali’ a dozen stal-
wart patrolmen with him to hoid him by the
ears during the operation. Under these threats
Jackson sat for hus ‘»ortmit, and an excellent
likeness was obtained, .

Bubsequently Detective Elder took his prisoner
before Justice Dowlivg, at the Tombs, and made
affidavit that Jackson wav a fugitive from jus-
tioe, from Long Branch, Monmouth county, New
Jersey, where he is suspected of having stolen
the bonds and jewelry from Mons. Lamorcier,
on the lst instant. Deponent further praved
that Jackson inay be held until the proper steps
cun be tuken to take him back to the Stule of
New Jersey for trial,

Captain Jourdan, of the Sixth Precinet, ap
peared, and also made an affidavit apainst Jack-
son, sething forth that the nconsed is a Mcitive
from the city of Harnsburg, Pennsylvanin,
where he 15 under indictment on & chorge of
burglary. He s obarged with having foveed an
enirance Lo the premises of one Mr, Thomas, in
Harnsburg, and stole $0000 worth of jewelry.
Jack:zon was arrested al the time, and lodged in
prison, and subsequently liberated on ball,
which he forleited, avd fed to Pilfl* unknown,

On these affidavits Justiye Dowling commit-
ted the prisoner to await the action of the New
Jersey and Pennsvivanin anthomtios,

Jack-on was taken back to police headguar-
ters, and put in charge of the detectives, Super-
intendent Kennedy telegraphed to gl
of the precinets to notify the hotel-
keepers and clerks to call at headquurters
and see ‘'Billy."” During the atternvon a
great pumber el gentlemen  ealled, and
Jackson was “shown up,” much to his dlsgust
and chagrin. There 14 every prospect that
Billy's career will be brought t¢ an abrupt con-
elusion for some time at lenst.— N, ¥, Wortd.

THE PRESIDENT'S VIBIT,

Enthusiasm at the Baltimore
Depot.

The Merchants’, Mechanies’, and
Citizens' Turnouts,

DISPLAY OF THE MILITARY AND
THE FIREMEN.

Etc., Ktc, Ete, Ete, Etc, Eto.

The great event of the day is the arrival of
the President In this city on his way through to
Chicago, The event is one ol stirrlog interest,
iund is made the most of by those who are fond of
excilement and display. The greatest denwbnek
agninst the reception being a thorough and
complete one I8 the abaence of the Mayor from
the city, and of some olhers who would add to
the welght of the representatives of our city.

The crowd did not commence to assemble na
early ns was expected. Up to the hour of noon
the sireets around the depot did not exhibit any
unusunl commotion, and judging from appear-
ances, there did not appesr to be anything
unusual sbout to happen. After that time,
hewever, the =pectators began to assemble in
small knots of two or three together. The dif-

terent ideas of the contending political parties
were well ventiluted, and it wus amuosing to
listen to the arguments jor and against our illus-
trious visitor.

But amidst it all, In spite of the political dif
ferences of opinion, there appeared a zeneral
zond-humored determingtion to accord to the

resident 4 cordinl ard bhearty welcome to our
oity.  The President lelt Washington in o
special train, two passenger and one baggage,
at 730 this morning, accompanied by Secratury
Seward and others of his Cabinet, and the
retinue announced in another colnmn,

In sddition %o these were Messrs. L. H, Go-
bricht and W. W, Warden, the correspondents
of the Associated Press,

The President and hLis party left Baltimore
this morning at 10°20, and was joined there by
Governor Swann and several oflicials.

At 11°41 the President and party left Havre-
de-Grace, where Governor Swann and Lis party
left them nnd returned to Baltimore, ‘Fha-re
was great enthusiasm expres<ed in Baltimore ns
the President passed through, but the time was
too limited to make any olher demonstration as
he drove from one depot to the other, and left
Baltimore as soon as the party were seated in
the care,

About moon the crowd at the Baltimore
Depot began to gather in force. The cars of the
Union Passenger Rarllway were crowded, and
begau bringme new accessions constantly vo the
galhering, Considerable remark was made by
many ditferent persons of all political ereeds
about the nbsence of the Mayor, and ecomment-
ing rather severely upon that eironmstance,

It was also said _that the same thine occurred
when President Jackson visited this city, the
Mayor being absent at that time,

(The President left Wilmington at 12446, )
About 1 o'clock the scene in the neighborhood
of the depot became very interesting,. The
different eivic processions began to make their
appearance on the scene, HKvery available spot
was soon occupled, The expectant crowd, and
the great masses of “washed” and “unwashed,”
began to get np their enthusinsm.

The different bands in attendance discounrsod
gome most excellent muosie, Boon aiter the
military, the Grey Reserves, undar Caplain
Loudenslager, the senior captain of thy regi-
ment, und accompanied by Birgfeld's Brass
Band, came on, the ground.

There was pome considerable time expended
in marshalling the different bodies into order,
and much smusement was derived 1rom the
Tailors' Association, who turned out in great
forec,

As the time approached for the President's
arrival, the peat-up steam of the musses n-sem-
bled had to get vent, and they amused them-
selyes in cheering, yelling, ete,, all in the most
good-humored munner possible,

Towards two o’elock the crowd in the neigh-
borhood of the depot, and all along the ex-
pected route of the parade became very ereat,
The military, the firemen, and the civic bodies
turned out very strong. The United States
Council, 0. U. A, M., were in full reczalia, and
garried in procession a full-migged ship, repre-
senting the Conslitution,

The milituary was nnder the command of
Brevet Brigadier General Lyle. A squadron of
the City Troop were formed, facing the entrance
to the Depot. Dressed in their picture sque uni-
turegque nniform, they prezented a very impres-
sive appearonce,

The Nutional Guards, under Lientenant-Colo-
nel W. A, Leech, turned out In strong force, and
also the Gray Reserves, under Captaln Louden-
slager. There wis a slrong torce of Marines,
nunihering 200 strong, and presented an exceed-
ingly neat and soldierly nppearance,

The officers of the navy attached to the
Philadelpnin station were out in tnll uuiform,
with Commodore Selfridee, the commandant of
the Navy Yard, at their head. The red shirts of
the fire depurtment wos a very pleasant feature,
There were great numbers of private mrriuaes.1
In despite of the unfavorable appearance o
the wealher, there appearea to be a general
turnout of everybody who could get away from
their places of business or could leave tneir
houses. There were thousands of “fair women
und brave men” linfug the strects, and watting
:;-it‘h aoxious eyes for the advent of the Presi.

ent.

Two o'clock P. M, The Presidont bas just
arrived, amid the enthdsiastic cheerlog of the
dense mass pssemmbled to greet s arrival and
the wusie of the bands,

The diffeeent bodies are all in line to eacort
the President.,

The Presidentinl party left Washington this
morning by specinl ears, atrached to the rogular
7+30 traon for Philadelphia, Secretaries MceCul
loch, Browning, and Attorney-General Speed
were st the station to see the party ofl.

The engine detalled to draw the train was
No. 266, and it was considered somewhat omi-
nous by some superstitions people, that 1t was
the same specinl eneine used to convey Presi-
dent Lincoln to meet the Rebel Comminst sners
at Hampton Roads, and which afterwards took
hie corpse from Washington on its way to Illi-
nois. The engiue was gaily decorated with
tlowers, and cheers were given to the distin-
guished party on the departare of the train. At
Annapolis Junetion the poarty will be met by
Governor Swann, of Maryland, who will escort
them to the Peansylvania line.

The party will be absent from Washineton
about fourteen days, nud will return somewhat
lelsurely by auother route, The White House
will be kept open during the abzence of the
President, but it has suddenly lost all interest te
the crowd of office-seekers who ususlly loaf
about there.

The statement in the New York Tribune that
Twewis Clephane, Collector of Internsl Revenue
for this district, has been notified to vacate his
office, is nottrue, thongh there s a grent effort
being made 1o effect his removal.

The story again sturted, that Assistant Seore-
tary of theé Tressury Chandler has been re.
moved isuntrue, but it is probable he will soon
resign,

Major-Goeneral Tillson, who has just arrived
in Washingtlon trom his home in Msine, deniss
that he has recelved any despateh, as stated,
summoning him to relieve General Howard as
Commissioner of the Freedmen's Bureau, Gene-
ral Howard also denles the report thuwt he ia
about to resign, and intimates that he shall wadt
to be removed,
